The Supreme Court decision on the street
mets of 1887 and 1850 bas not only caunsed
wvasl onvoyanece to ¢ity officials and taxpay-
ers and bronght some contractors to ke
verge of insolvency, but is now threatening
thousands with starvstion. The balk of
the streel improvemments in the city during
the past two or three vears was in the East
Eud, and thousands of men were employed
as laberers, To be near the work they
tormed colonies on the ounter edge of Eaat
Liberty, These workers were largely Ital-
ians, the balance being made up with colored
wen and & sprinkling of Lrish.

The ekilled labor bore a very small pro-
portion 1o that which merely required in-
dustry, wuscie and a little dexterily in
handling a pick and shovel. The wages
paid this eclass of labor was not large,
eepecially when compared with the cost of
Bving last wear. As a result the loss of
davs’ work by bad weather or sickness was
a serious matter, while s protracted spell of
idieness was a calamity.

Over 5,000 Men Withoot Work.,

At the present time there are between
5,000 and 6,000 jdle men in the East End.
The majority failed to lay by anything fora
rainy day, while those who did hawe ex-
hauosted their savings in tiding over the win-
ter and oceasionally helping their starving
fellows. Most of these men were emploved
by Booth & Flinn, who are virtually doing
nothing just at present and have no assuraunce

wheo they will begin work again. A num-
ber of the italian laborers have been leav.
ing lor the coke regions during the past few
days, otbhers have poue Soulh and West,

while a few, disgusted with the outlook,
have followed in the wake of Baron Fawva
and returned to the vine-clad hills of Iialy.

TENTH REGIMENT AT HOME.

Adjutant General McClelland Thinks There
Is No Further Danger—The Removal
Was Left to His Discretion—Complaints
Made About the Expense,

The Washinglon county eontingeat of the
Tenth Regiment reached the TUnion aepot
from the coke regions wbout noon yesterday,
aud they left on early trains for their
homes. The boys looked a little worse for
the wear and tear, but Colonel Hawkins
says they wiil soon pelish their accouter-
ments and brush the mud from their uni-
forme. General Wiley and Captain Hamil-
ton, Acting Assistant Adjutant General
at Mt  Pleasant, returned  with
the troops. Captain Hamilton went to his
home in Fraukha lsst evening. General
Wiler was glad “the eruel war' was over,
ns his business was neglected, and he likes
Franklin better than the eoke country.

Adjutant Genersl William MeClelland
left for Harrisburg last evening. The Gen-
eral said: “Whea I left for Mt Pleasant
Jast evening I had a long talk with the Gov-
ornor. Fe isantious about the situhtion,
and wanted to do what s right
He felt that the troops ought to
be removea, but he lefi it with my
discretion. If, after talking over
matters with' General Wiley I thonght it
hest to keep the regiment in the region, I
had the sanction of the Governor to do so.
Now that the boys have gone home, T don't
think there will be any more rioting or
bloodshed. If there is, the troops will be
back ivside of four hours. Strong pressure
was brogght to bear against the removal,
Forty prominent citizens of Mt Pieasant
migned & petition askiug for the retention of
the troops, but I didn't think it was neces-
sary. People were Dbeginning to com-
plain  of the expense of  keeping
a regiment of soldiers in the region, and on
the uther hand, should anyone E.te killed we
will be blamed also, but Iam willing to
teke the risk. I have heard censure in
some quarters becausze the troops were not
sent to the region sooner. They were or-
dered out as soon as the Sherifl asked for
them. Everybody ought to know that the
Governor hasno rizght 1o interfere with the
duties of sheriffs, I think that Sheriff Claw-
son is able to waintain the peace.”

A LAW OF LITTLE FORCE.

Why Agents Hesitate Lo Report Cases of
Rate Catting.

““About all the iater-State law does 15 to
scare agents,” said a freight man yvesterday.

In the old pool
days if an agent complained to his superiors
of rate eutting, it was taken us an evidence
that be wasn't attending to business and of-
fered the excuse to account for his failura to
get traffic.

The agent is put en the rack,
ana asked to prove his charges. He re-
ceives his ixformation from the shipper,
and must depend on him for prool. Nine
times out of ten the shipper goes back on
him, and is his enemy in the future. If

the charge is sustained the shipper is
in for it as well as  the
agent, and no mun is fool
enough to ineriminate himself, This is one

resson why the law is of little force in cheok-
ing rate cutting, and it also explains why so
few complaints are made.

EVA TO BE AVENGED.

Friends of the Union Depot Suicide
Send for Official Records.

HER DESERTER IS UNDER ARREST.

He Hears of the Tragedy in Chicago and
i Returns to Russia.

NOW IN A POLISH JAIL AWAITING TRIAL

The deserter of pretty Eva Bloch, who,
forsaken, friendless aud in a sirange ecoun-
try, ended her trouble by suiciding at the
Union slation, is in a Polish jail awaiting
trial for his crime.

Coroner McDonald yesterday came into
possession of a letter written juintly by
Eva’s sister and brother-in-law to J. Bank-
er, formerly of Warsaw, but now residing in
Kittanning. Baocker knew the girl's
friends nnd wrote to them .lﬂz:,tllq suicide,
receiving a reply two or three days ago.
This he turned over to I).L. Nulta,;a Kittan-
ning sattoraey, who turned the letter over
to the Coroner and sccured =a cer-
tified copy of all the testimony
taken at the inquest together with o com-
plete record of the case, and full particulars
of the burial of the remains by the gener-
asity of John Zanowsky, a eonntryman of
the deceased. This inlormation will be
transmitled to the friends in Warsaw by
Mr. Bauker.

Seared by Eva's Action,

Ju the letter submitted to the Coroner,
Mr. Nulta found it couvenient to withhold
one page, which he said he had mislaid,
aud which contpined the ioformation that

the army officer had scknowledged that
after leaving Pittsourg he bad gone as far
West as Chieago, where he got frightened at
the intellizence of her suicide and returned
at onece to Now York and sailed for home.

The arrest of the eulprit was the result of
full information sent (o the Director of
Police at Waursaw by Coroner McDowell,
and it is probable he was arrested as soon as
he reached the town.

The copy of the letter furnished to the
Coroner is as follows:

WARSAW, WESPOLINA,

DEAR S BANKER—Am very much obliged
for your pood friendship to us for writing about
Eva Bloeh, olis a aister of my wife, Bhe
was 16 years of are. Sho was the most lovely
of the family, because she was the youngest
and nicest, She went away, without us know-
ing i1, with somehody as wo afterward found, a
Ruseian army officer. The way be treated her
was terribie by leaving her on the way. Now
the principle thing I will try to do i to try and
punish him,

how dia she go from New York to Pittsburg?
Did she go alone? When did he leave her?
Lot me know how she committed suicide. Did
the authorities investigate abont ber death?

JOHN M. EBERLIN DEAD,

A Citizsen Who Had Fillled Offlee With
Honwr to the Community.

John M. Berlin, one of the best known
residents of the East End, died yesterday at
his home, No. 140 Frankstown avenue, aged
85 vears, The old house in which Mr. Berlin
died of itself tells the story of his life
When Mr. Berlin was a young man this
house was the Berlin homestead, and the
broad mcres of the Berlin farm stretched
around in every direction. At that time
the Berlins, Winebiddles and Mellons
owned pearly the whole of Ft Pitl town-
ship, since incorporated into the city of
Pittsburg. At one time Mr. Berlin owned
the greater part of the Nineteenth ward.

Mr. Berlin was Justiceof the Peace for
FL Pitt township for many years, and later
on was elected Alderman of the Nineteenth
ward, which office he beld until about two
vears ago. He wasalso Deputly Mayor under
Mayors McCarthy, Liddelr and Fulton,

Mr. Berlin bad been sick for the past two
years, and his death was not a surprise, His
wile preceded him to the belter world five
years ago, He leaves two sons, John,
warden of the county jail, and Daniel, also
emploved at that institution. The funeral
will take place on Sunday afternoon.

CARRIES A GOOD JAG.

A Man's Friends Testify to His Ability to
Drink All He Wanis—The Custody of
Two Chlldren Made the Grounds of a
Cnso for Judge Slagle to Sottle—Exact
Capacity of a Drinking Man,

Judge Blagle continued his court until &
o'ciock last evening, to hear the case of
George A, Froelich, of Beaver Falls, who
wants the custody of his two children, who
are in the possession of Mr. and Mrs. John
Eichennuer, of Allegheny. Mrs. Froelich
was a sister of Mrs. Eichenauer, and left
Mrs. Froelich some three yearsago, Af
her death she gave her children to her sis-
ter, =nd, according to some of the testimony
yesterday, requested thst her husband
should not even be allowed to see her when
dead.

The question rega.n!s the competency of
Mr. Froelich to care for the children, and
while his sister, Mrs, Brown, of Beaver
Falls; Mrs. Brady, a boarding house keeper
of Allegheny; herson and several other peo-
ple deposed that they kmew him to be a
stendy worker aud not overly given to
drink, the respondenis produced a clodl of
witnesses from various places who deposed
that Froelich was mnot a safe man
to have custody of the children, while Post-
master Gilleland, Mr. Wilhelm and others

-testified that the respondents were notonly
abundantly able to take careof the children,
but eminently fitted, morally and otherwise,
to fill the position of foster parents.
< 1t was rather enurions to hear the different
ovinions given by witnesses as to Froelich's
competency and babits. While quiie a
number knew him as & man who would take
a darink, ana occasionally get over-plumb,
they did not think that he could be consid-
ered an babitual drunkard, nor even one
who got out of the way to an extent worth
noting. Some thought him kind-hearted,
while others testified that he had mnade his
wife’s life nnendurable, or words to that
effect.

One witness, when asked il he had ever
seen Froelich under the influence of drink,
said he had, and it wassn neutly learned
that this witness eonsidered that & man with
one ‘“jigger” in him was “under the influ-
ence,"”’ A

Another witness said he knew Froelich
drank to excess, for they had got drunk to-
gether.  Another said it was difficult for
peopla who did not know Froelich to deter-
mine how much he did drink, as he was
capsble of carrying a heavy jag withous
showing it.

boy who wanted them to be given shoes.

*Mr. Quay was always kind to the bosy
and used to keep an ey~ on them after they
left and help get them work; I know He got
me my job. The officers are responsible for
the bad treatment cf the boys. I remember
an officer hitting a boy so hard that his leg
hac afterward to be amputated. But there
is no doubt the grub is bad; not fit for & dog
to eat.”

CORNER LOAFING MUST CEASE.

John Shanley Arrested for Standing On the
Corner at Sixteenth and Carson Streots,
John Shanley, & voung man who, it is
suid, has been in the city buta very few
days, was locked up in the Twenty-eighth
ward police station last night for corner
loafing.

ME, BOWLUS EXONERATED,
Chalrman Walker Dismisses the Charge
Aguninst the Wabash Man.

Chairman Walker, of the TInter-Siate
Commission, yesterday senta letter to the
General Manager of the Wabash road, ex-
onerating H. L. Bowlus, the local agent
of the line, from the charge of offering
rebates to sccure traffie. The charge, it is
claimed, was made by an agent of the Santa
Feroad.

The truth is that shippera are in the habit
of working agents whenever they can do it
by stating that aocother line was offering
lower rates,  The freight men complain to
their general managers, and the latter are
tired of hearing the reports. As a rule,
when investigated, the charges prove
groundliess, as in this case. Most freight
agents agree that solicitors are responsible
for the demoralization in rates.

Luayton to continue his investigation. He
immediately detailed & man who can speak
German to go to Ford City and makeathor-
ongh investigation of the rumors that J. B.

Loter inthe day an express wagon be-
longing to the Pittshurg Transfer Company
carried a load of immigrants from the Balti-
more anc Ohio depot to the Union gepqf,
and from there they are supposed to have
proceeded to Ford City. Mr. Layton said
yesterday: ‘I am not prepared to talk about
this matter now, but a thorough investiga-
tion is being made under the direction of
the departmient. Time enongh will be
taken to makesit complete and I will be
able to report absolutely on the guilt or
innocence of the firm."”

J. B. Ford could not be seen yesterday,
vut he has given ont that in addition to the
offer of $1,000 made by Joseph Dittman he
hes offered §5,000 for proof that he was in-
strumental in any way, directly or indi-
reetly, in having the men brought over. Mr.
Edwurd Ford saia that, as the Germans were
bevelers, they could not be for their plant,
as they only have four men in their em-
ploy that do that class of work and they
would like to get rid of them.

NINE HOURS WON EASILY.

Nearly Ninety Firms Have Granted the
Carriage Makers' Demands.

The carriage makers have practically won
their fight for nine hours, About 86 shops
have agreed to the new system, but there are
still several non-union shops, employing
Bbout 200 men. These did not quit work,
but as the union is strengthened since the
strike, it is expected they will all join, At
s meeting held a few nights ago, 20 new
members were initiated and 50 applications
were received.

The wages are §2 and §2 50 a day under
the new arrangement. _ Oue of the chief in-
cidents of the strike was the refusal of James
Wier to grant the demands, 1t is said that
when he was a candidate for Connty Com-
missioner, he donated the nmew union $20,
but when the men struck he refused to
recognize them. A member of the union
says his donation will be returoed. Mr,
Wier could not be seen yesterday to get bis
side of the case.

DOING UP DISEASE.

Fine Weather Serves to Diminish the
Viralence of the Grip,

YESTERDAY’S HEAT PHENOMENAL.

A Warning KNote Against Too Boen Dis-
carding Heavy Clothing.

GREAT FALLING OPF IN MORTALITY

With the approach of warmer wealher,
the grip seems to be on the wane, for there
is a noticeable decrease in the death rate,
and physicians renerally ngree that the dis
ease is dying out. The hospitals are still
full of patients, chiefly owing to the grip
and its cunsequences, but the doctors in
charge say that the weather of yasterday
will rapidly exert a beneficial influence,

Yesterday was phenomenally warm, the
Sigoal Service instruments registeriag 819
in the shade at about 4:30 o'clock. The
hottest day in April last year was
789, and 1n 1880 .83° wns recorded as
the maximum, but these occasions were
later in the month. The temperature
early vesterday morning was 43°; at §
o'clock, 487; 11 o’cloek, 709; noon, T40; 2
o'clock, T99; 5 o'clock, 80°, and at7 o'clocky
780, There are no indications that this
temperature will continue, and a physician
utters a warning note sgainst too soon dis
carding warm elothing.

More FPationts Than Ever Belore.

The West Penn Hospital has a full quota
of inmates, due, as Superintendent Cowen
remarked, to the grip and the season. The
hospital bas more patients at this time than
it ever had before, but the fine weather will
serve to materially reduce the number,

A marked improvement is noticeable in
the general health of the city. The fizures
at the Bureau of Health show for the six
days mm: \n::‘ ?nlyhlls deiashl
were , against 244 for the previous
week. The louf‘fw the month of April up
to date has been 514, Of the deaths this
week 40 have been caused by pneumonia, 9
from grip and 8 from cerebro-spinal menin-
gitis. Up to 6 o’clock yesterday evening 13
deaths had been reported at the Burean of
Health, 3 of which were from cerebro-spinal
meningitis and 9 from poeumonia.

Last week there were 244 deaths, makiog
the annual death rate per 1,000, 5136, OfF
these 101 deaths were from disenses of the
respiratory organs. Grip caused 18, poeu-
moaia, 67, and bronchitis, 20.

Distribation of the Deaths Reported.
